"It would he easy for America with 


her tremendous wealth to turn out 
1000 
battleships," he says, "but she 


cannot lliid the officers and men with 
the necessary knowledge to> operate 
and utilize the'in to their bent advant- 
age. 


"This fact but serves to illustrate 


that the American people are not a' 
race of fighters. Probably as many as 
50 ''percent are cither foreigners or 
descendants of foreigners, and are 
lacking In public spirit and patrlot- 
'Ism. They have not the faintest In- 
tention of serving in the army or navy 
for the sake of their country. 


"Moreover, Americans have an in- 


ordinate love of gold. If there is 
money in a thing they will go for It 
and are quife indifferent to the role 
of protector of their country. Thus it 
Is difficult to obtain good officers and 
even If some are forthecoming the 
nation can never hope to get many of 
them.

"Such being the situation, we do not 


see how America can build up her 
navy to the superlative standard, and 
It Is therefore needless to say that 
Japan can easily compete with her In 
this respect."

patrons, Is disclpsed in a. mass of cor- 
respondence found in the main office 
of the concern in New York, to which 
place a great bundle of similar cor- 
respondence .was taken from the Bos- 
ton ofllce following the raid by the 
federal government last Thursday. 


Another development of the

tangle Is the announcement ^of Mrs. 
George G. Rice that she has heen try- 
Ing to get a^ divorce from her husband

against Miss Bessie .Lafell, formerly 
an-actress, who lives; In.

. "Immediately after testifying before 
the federal grand jury," said Mrs.

MILLIONJND A HALF 


Fire 
Sweeps Nearly Three 


Acres In New York City 


New York, Oct. 4.—Fire In the 


vicinity of Twenty-fourth street and 
Eleventh avenue last night 
caused 


damage estimated at $1,600,000. The 
space swept comprises almost three 
acres of lumber, yards, factories and 
stables. 


For nearly three hours the fire was 


beyond the control of the fire depart- 
ment and it was stopped at length by 
concentrating apparatus which com- 
bined threw water on the flames at the 
rate of 25,000 gallons a minute. 


Five hundred horses were rescued 


from the stables and in spite of the 
size of the flre and the difficulties of 
fighting it, it was remarkably free 
from serious accidents.

The conference was brought about 


on a resolution passed by the last 
meeting of the Council, after a com- 
munication WJ9 received from 
the 


Board of Public Works that the un- 
expended balance from the Sagamore 
bridge job !:e turned over to them to 
malic soine' needed repairs ^to 
the 


bridges'ori the Boyd and New roads. 


Mayor Adams explained that theie 


was »2000 appropriate*! for the re- 
pairs of the Sagamore bridge, and 
that the board 'had saved $835 /Irom 
this amount, and they could not use 
i't until It had' been transferred to 
them by the Council. A part o'f this 
sum they deseed tor the repairs to 
the bridges- on 
the Iioyd ar.d New 


roads, and the remainder they want- 
ed for a reserve fund to carry on .the 
necessary repairs to roads that were 
constantly aiislng.

a month or more, but they had re- 
ceived word now that an engineer 
would be here In a day or' two ana 


nge for the work on the tracks. 


Mr. Boynton/ said that the 
Board 


would not wait much longer but order 
the work started.

Councilman Smart brought up the 


question as to who had the authority 
to grant sidewalks and the Mayor 
stated that it rested with th° Council.
